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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens: 


Since the last annual report was issued momentous 
questions have been submitted to the people of our na- 
tion. The nation, through a Federal Act, has given offi- 
cial recognition to education as a national resource. In 
this hour of trial, the question is asked, “Has the public 
school system produced a type of citizenship which will 
meet the present demands upon it? Has the plan of 
work outlined been of the character to give a basis for 
the breadth of training necessary to uphold our estab- 
lished principles ?” 

Well developed character will show through the 
tests that will be made. Training based upon school life 
will intellectually prepare citizens to measure up to our 
ideals of patriotism, public or private attitudes towards 
the laws, and regulations outlined by representatives of 
a free republic. 

During the days of waiting, when our President was 
criticised for his policy of waiting; the days when the 
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pacifists were actively trying to keep us out of war; 
the days when some of our keenest and most loyal lead- 
ers were urging the policy of preparedness and, if must 
be, war, how did the American people conduct them- 
selves? Were they not willing to examine both sides of 
these questions with suspended judgment? Education 
develops, as one of the attributes, the power to suspend 
judgment. Again, when war was declared, did not the 
people loyally accept the decision and as one man pre-= 
pare for the conflict? When the call came for subscrip- 
tions to the Liberty Bonds, did not the people respond 
loyally? How did the people feel towards the proposed 
plan of conscription? When the people were asked to 
assist the Red Cross in its work, with what result did 
they rise to meet the request? We might go on men- 
tioning many other movements and the same answer 
would be made to each. This test of loyalty .of the 
people is a test of the product of the schools. 

The Feferal government, because it recognizes edu- 
cation through the schools, is asking the school children 
to be initial subscribers for the War Savings Stamps, 
with the further purpose of securing, through them, 
subscriptions from the parents. 

From a board view of education and its mission 
we decide that the school is not something set apart for 
simply training boys and girls in reading, writing, arith- 
metic, grammar and the various other subjects usually 
required in the curriculum, but it has a larger mission 
in this important question of preparing for citizenship. 
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Doctor Aley, President of the University of Maine, 
in answer to the question of, “What is Education?” 
states :—“It is that practical intellectual, and spiritual 
result that somes from indivdual and organized effort to 
conserve all that the world has found necessary and use- 
ful, to transmit the same to others, to enlarge the field 
of that which is worthy to be transmitted, and to assist 
the folk in applying knowledge skillfully and accurately 
to the affairs of life.” 


The schools of Buxton are a part of this vast system 
and that they may fulfill their part, much encouragement 
and help must be given them. 


The records show a large enrolment during the year 
and as schools compare they show that the pupils are on 
the whole proficient in the work. It is gratifying to 
note the interest shown by such large numbers of par- 
ents and citizens in the various schools. Such interest is 
helpful to pupils and teachers. 


High School 


During the year the High School has lost two popu- 
lar principals and two assistants. The principals each 
enlisted for war service and the lady teachers resigned 
to accept higher salaried positions elsewhere. Mr. Aus- 
tin was at the head of the school two years and_ had 
shown himself to be a teacher of excellent methods and 
was always interested in the social life of the school. 
Miss Mae Sargent, who was second assistant during the 
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time Mr. Austin was principal, had accomplished much 
in her work as a leader in class work and had done her 
part in the upbuilding of character. 


Principal Hight and Miss Morgan were with us only 
one term but during that time each had fully met the 
requirements for successful work. Miss Morgan had 
high educational qualifications but as events proved was 
not satisfied with her work, especially the salary, so re- 
signed to accept a position in Skowhegan. 


Mr. Archie Hartford, a graduate of Massachusetts 
State College with special work at Harvard, has been 
engaged as principal and Miss Worth, of Bates College, 
is filling the position as assistant. 


Mention should be made of Miss Libby who has 
been first assistant for several years. Miss Libby, being 
a very efficient teacher and a woman of such rare qual- 
ities, has proved her success to the extent that her ser- 
vices are indispensble. 


At opening of the school in September the faculty 
reported a large attendance. We regret that so many 
have dropped out. They should remain in school even if 
sacrifice has to be made as the needs of a high school 
education are more imperative now than ever. 


The National Bureau of Education, through its 
means of thorough investigation has arrived at, and pre- 
sented certain statistics regarding the importance of a 
High School education. The following is quoted:

The High School boys receive in 7 years $2250 more 
than the boys who left school at 14 years of age received 
in 11 years.

‘If 12 years of school work adds $20,000. to a man’s 
income, then each day at school adds between nine and 
ten dollars, pretty good daily pay. 


Endowment for High School 


Dr. Zenas Hanson has before shown material inter- 
est in the High School by personal gifts for improving 
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the grounds. During the year he offered to place five 
thousand dollars as a fund for the Town of Buxton. The 
interest on this money is to be used for the schools of 
the town, the High School being given the preference. 
This gift carries with it very liberal conditions, one of 
which is that the school be named, The Samuel D. Han- 
son High School of Buxton. 

The citizens and pupils feel very grateful to the Doc- 
tor for his continued interest. The School Board voted 
to express, as a Board and in behalf of the Town, thanks 
for and appreciation of his generosity. 


Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs 


Through the efforts of the agents from the Univer- 
sity of Maine in its Extension Department, several Clubs 
were formed. ‘These Clubs are named according to the 
kind of work by its members such as Corn, Pototo, Bean, 
Poultry, etc., while a large Canning Club was formed by 
the girls. 

At the exercises where the products of the several 
clubs were displayed, a large number of people were 
present to witness interesting exercises. 

Many of the boys did planting without joining a club 
also the club memberships were not limited to boys and 
girls in the schools. 

The results of this work will without doubt convince 
many more of the possibility of the work. 

This organization is not only State wide but Nation 
wide in its scope. 
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School Physician 


In accordance with a State law permitting small 
towns and requiring towns of given populations, it was 
thought advisable to have the Superintending School 
Committee given authority to appoint a school physician. 


Dr. A. G. Wiley was appointed and his work has 
been done with so much skill and thoroughness that the 
appointing of a School Physician should be a regular ap- 
pointment each year. 


Your attention is called to his report which is ap- 
pended. 


Fuel 


The fuel problem has been a serious one during the 
past year, as all citizens are aware from experiences. 


The scarcity of dry wood, the scarcity of wood 
choppers and the consequent high prices together with 
the unusual quantity needed, caused this account to be 
more than doubled. There seems no prospect of im- 
proved conditions in wood or coal for next year. Many 
schools in cities have been obliged to close, as it has been 
impossible to obtain fuel. More money will be needed 
to cover this increased expense. 


Heating System of High School 


Because of the unusual severity of the weather, the 
heating system has been a source of considerable trouble 
during the present winter. Many parents have com- 
plained about the matter and I feel that they were jus- 
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tified. When a steam heater for a building the size of 
this one uses more than thirty tons of coal in eighteen 
weeks of school sessions commencing September 17, a 
time when very little heat is required for a few weeks, 
and furnishes such poor results we should realize that 
something is radically wrong. To remedy the trouble 
means considerable expense but the matter should be 
considered. The local member of the committee had an 
expert steam fitter inspect the system with the purpose 
of having from him a recommendation of what should 
be done and an estimate of the cost. This report will be 
placed before the voters at the annual meeting. | 
Salaries of Teachers 

I make the same report on this matter to the voters 
of three towns. The question of salaries is now receiv- 
ing attention by School Boards in our State. The short- 
age of teachers caused by young men entering the war 
service and young women entering the service as nurses, 
clerks, etc., has already shown itself. During the year 
we have had difficulty in filling positions and next year 
the difficulty will be greater. The following quoted from 
a publication sent out by the State Department of Edu- 
cation expresses this problem: . : 

“During the last year practically all classes of work- 
men have had their wages. materially increased in order 
to meet the demands of the constantly increasing cost of 
living. ‘The teacher is the last to receive consideration. 
It is usually forgotten that the teacher is usually em- 
ployed but eight or nine months in the year, and that her 
wages are perceptibly less than factory operatives re- 
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ceive. The government of the United States also pays 
its employees, often taken directly from the ranks of the 
teachers, double the wages they receive in teaching. 

While the people already feel the burden of taxation 
and the stress of the war they must accept the situation 
and do their best to make it desirable for teachers to 
continue in the service. The best trained teachers are 
none too good even at the additional cost. In all proba- 
bility it will be necessary for school officials to meet the 
emergency by material increases all along the line. If 
this is not done we shall find it difficult to fll up the gaps 
left by those who enter other fields. 


Conclusion 


We take this opportunity to express our apprecia- 
tion of the helpful co-operation shown by the parents 
and citizens, also our encouragements is due the teach- 
ers for their faithfulness in the work, even to the small- 
est details. | 

I wish to express my thanks to the members of the 
Superintending School Committee for at all times a 
readiness to give time in conducting the work of the 
schools. The conditions this past year have been such 
that more questions have come up for consideration than 
usual but there has been no slighting by these gentlemen 
of taking their part. It has been a source of much help 
to me to have such co-operation by town officials and 
citizens.

3 SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Superintending School 


Committee and the citizens of Buxton:

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 
| COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Buxton :— 


We herewith submit to you the following report. ° 
On account of high cost of material and labor we have 
not made the repairs that we should. 


At West Buxton school house, the ceiling was.in bad 
condition and on account of bad lathing and advice from 
masons we decided to put on a steel ceiling which will be 
cheaper in the end. The shed at this building is in bad 
condition and should be attended to this coming year. 

At Bogg Mill school we would recommend a new 
steel ceiling. We also recommend that’ all of the out- 
buildings as they come to repairs should be connected, 
and entered from the school room. 

Chicopee and Groveville school buildings should 
each have a!coat of paint inside.. At the High School 
sheds we have added five more stalls making in all thir- 
teen which we think will be sufficient. 

At Union the unused school house was newly 
shingled and the windows were boarded up. This seemed 
necessary to preserve town property. 

At Salmon Falls under the supervision of Mr. Elden 
the interior of the school room was thoroughly cleaned 
and the ceiling was whitened. This work was _ con- 
tributed by the citizens, hence no cost to the Town. 
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We have tried to give you an idea of general repairs 


done during the year without mentioning small items and 
we believe the school buildings are in as good condition

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 
February 11, 1918. 

During the first part of the school year, we have 
been very fortunate, for we have not been obliged to 
close our schools on account of any communicable or 
epidemic diseases. 

The sanitary conditions found, on inspection at the 
several school buildings in town, are fairly satisfactory. 
The water supply and drainage at the Bar Mills, and at 
the Buxton Centre school are adequate and satisfactory. 

During the coming spring, or so-called summer 
term, an inspection of the students at the different 
schools will be made, especially as to the condition of 
eyes, ears, throats, and teeth. An inspection already 
made at the Bar Mills school, found many individuals, 
who would be greatly benefited by a careful overhauling 
on the part of their oculist, physician, or dentist. Your 
school physician will report conditions to parents of in- 
dividuals before the close of the school year, so that, 
defects and diseased conditions may be attended to, dur- 
ing the summer vacations. 

The world demands strenuous things of us now-a- 
days. Let us see that our boys and our girls have good 
eyes, sound teeth, good ears, a_ healthful throat, and 
surely two good feet. Little deformities and defects are 
often easily corrected, big one are too often, hopeless.
